During thesummers he was a 
member of the famous Jitney Players, 
the forerunners of the present day sum- 
mer theatres. During a season with the 
Jitney Players. Mr. Sircom turned to 
direction and, with the exception of a 
nation wide tour as an actor with Sir 
Philip Ben Greet, he has been a direc- 
tor ever since. 

Among the many plays which Arthur 
Sircom has directed in New York are 
“Springtime for Henry,” “Men Must 
Wight,” “All Good Americans,” “Sailor 
Beware!” “Penny Wise,’ “Whatever 
Goes Up,” and “A Good Woman—Poor 
Thing.’ His most successful Hollywood 
directorial effort was the R. K. O. pro- 
duction “Dangerous Corner.”

Arthur Sircom has directed in a number | 
of other summer theatres including 
Milton-on-Hudson and at Millbrook, New 
York; at Locust Valley on Long Island 
and at New London, Connecticut.
